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INTRODUCTION TO THE SERIES 


RATIONALE 


Spelling is an indispensable tool for satisfactory expression in writ- 
ing. It is an important element of the entire school program. 

Much spelling is learned incidentally, acquired in passing as new 
words are read and written. As well as providing opportunities for 
reading and writing, however, research indicates both the need for 
and value of direct instruction in spelling. Although there is formal 
instruction in spelling in most Canadian elementary schools, class- 
room observations and discussions with teachers have revealed con- 
siderable dissatisfaction with the low correlation between good spell- 
ing during formal spelling lessons and good spelling in other written 
work. 

The Macmillan Spelling Series has been developed to provide a 
better tool for pupils and teachers in the learning and teaching of 
spelling as an integral part of the language arts program. The series 
is based on extensive research findings; it is Canadian throughout; 
and it is based on the premise that successful teaching of spelling 
cannot be merely a mechanical and routine matter. 

No textbook can be an adequate substitute for a capable and 
imaginative teacher; the teacher is the key person in the classroom. 
Hence this series includes a teacher’s handbook for each of the pupils’ 
texts. A foreword in each handbook relates the underlying principles 
of the series to the individual text. In addition, each handbook pro- 
vides useful background material and specific suggestions for the 
busy teacher, unit by unit, so that spelling may be more effectively 
taught, and as a result better learned. 


POINT OF VIEW 


The primary aim of the spelling program is to bring all pupils to the 
point where they spell correctly the words they write. This means: 
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1. Teaching pupils automatic mastery of the words that they need to 
use in writing. 

~ 2. Developing ability to spell correctly in all written work in and out 
of school, not just words in lists in spelling periods. | 

3. Helping children acquire an efficient method of studying and 
mastering the spelling of words. 

4. Developing self-dependence in spelling: the ability to locate cor- 
rect spellings and to check the accuracy of spelling. 

5. Developing a pride and interest in correct spelling. 

There is a great deal of evidence that word-study skills in phonic 
and structural analysis are useful tools for spelling, as are a number 
of other aspects of the broad language arts program, such as im- 
provement in pronunciation of words, correct grammatical usage, 
enrichment of vocabulary, and the development of an interest in 
words and their derivation. Spelling should therefore not be treated 
as an isolated study, but as a means of expression, an essential 
element of communication. 

This is the point of view of The Macmillan Spelling Series, which 
places considerable emphasis on phonic and structural analysis. From 
the particular standpoint of spelling, however, these are only means, 
and analysis is just a first step. Correct spelling involves, above all, 
skills in word-building, which is really analysis in reverse. In the 
reading portion of a language arts program phonic and structural 
analysis helps a pupil to make sense of a word that has not been seen 
before; in spelling a knowledge of phonics (sounds expressed in letter 
combinations) and of structure (meaningful elements from words 
already known) can often help a pupil to select the correct spelling of 
a word, to build the word in writing. Accordingly, skills and practice 
in word-building receive considerable emphasis throughout this se- 
ries. 


WORDS USED IN THE SERIES 


The basic spelling vocabulary for the series consists of 2608 words. 

Why not more? There are two compelling reasons: 

1. Extensive research indicates that approximately 2500 words con- 
stitute about 95% of children’s writing vocabulary. These words, 
therefore, are given primary attention. Complete mastery of 
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these, together with an efficient method for independent learning 
of whatever other words a pupil may wish to use, should lead to a 
high level of spelling ability. 

2. The books are so designed that word-building activities, begin- 
ning with words from the basic list, lead to the learning of a great 
many more words. In addition, emphasis is placed on the building 
of supplementary lists of words that a particular class or indi- 
vidual may wish to use. 

The basic list is enlarged for capable pupils by the inclusion in the 
series of 8326 Extra Words. These are not “hard” words; they are 
simply words that are used somewhat less often than those in the 
basic list. 

Both the basic vocabulary of 2608 words in The Macmillan Spelling 
Series and the 326 Extra Words are listed at the back of each 
handbook. 


Placement of Words 

The basic criterion for the placement of words ina particular text has 
been the frequency of their use by children in writing at that level 
(roughly equivalent to grade level). The introduction of specific 
words for spelling at the point where large numbers of children wish 
to use them is consistent with the goal of developing pupils’ ability to 
spell correctly in ald written expression. The assigning of spelling 
words that pupils already feel a need to use in writing also provides 
motivation, a prerequisite of learning. 


A Canadian Word List 

Although the word list is based on the major studies of pupil 
spelling vocabulary, * special attention has been given to the inclusion 
of Canadian words. This has been done by classroom observation, by 
examination of Canadian literature for children, and, mainly, by 
direct request for opinions to a sampling of interested educators 
across Canada. Arctic, beaver, and parka are examples of Canadian 
words that have been included. 

As well, the Revised Edition of the series contains a number of 
words that have come into common use since the series was first 
published; highrise and metric terms are examples of words that 
have been added or have replaced dated words in the original list.

ORGANIZATION OF THE SERIES 


Each book is divided into thirty-three units plus seven review lessons 
(every sixth unit plus the last unit is areview). Every effort has been 
made to provide variety in unit format and content, in order to 
maintain pupil and teacher interest from unit to unit and year to year. 
The units are designed to encourage pupils to use new words in 
contexts of their own composition, but occasionally the words are 
introduced in a story context. 


The Most Commonly Misspelled Words 

Three hundred and thirty-one words, within the basic list, have been 

identified from a variety of studies as offering particular difficulty to 

many pupils. Special attention is given to the teaching and re- 
teaching of these words, as follows: 

1. Each of the 331 words is introduced, as if it were a new word, at 
least twice in the series; almost half are listed three times, and 
approximately fifty “demons” are listed four times or more. 

2. Inthe pupils’ texts a list of all such words introduced in the series 
to date appears at the back of each book. 
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3. In the teacher’s handbooks the teaching suggestions for each unit 
list any of these 331 words that are included in the unit, with a note 
as to whether the word is appearing for the first time or is being 
re-taught. 


How To Study a Word 
A page at the front of each pupils’ text outlines the five steps in 
learning a new word. The steps are the same in all books, although 
necessarily in simpler form in the lower levels: 
. Look at the word. 
. Think about the word. 
. Write the word. 
. Check how you spelled it. 
. Practise spelling the word. 
It is recommended that teachers direct pupils repeatedly to these 
steps, to the point where pupils apply them automatically.

Tables of Word-Study Skills

spelling, but since all cannot be introduced at once and some become 
increasingly automatic as the pupil progresses, all are not accorded 
equal emphasis in every book. The degree of emphasis on specific 
skills in each book is indicated as follows:

METHODS AND PROCEDURES 


How can the teacher make the best possible use of The Macmillan 
Spelling Series? Specific teaching suggestions in the handbooks are 
provided for introducing and teaching the words, testing and check- 
ing, re-teaching and re-testing, and review. In addition, a great many 
principles for effective teaching and learning of spelling are built into 
the units themselves — for example, dictionary skills and usage are 
emphasized increasingly from book to book, leading toward indepen- 
dence in spelling. And, finally, the series introduces only those few 
generalizations that are widely applicable (e.g., g is always followed 
by w); as in phonic and structural analysis generally, the emphasis is 
on noting similarities rather than on rules. 


PROVIDING FOR INDIVIDUAL DIFFERENCES 


Individual pupils vary widely in ability to learn to spell, just as they 
do in other abilities. One-fourth of the pupils in a typical class will 
spell as well as the average child in the grade above, another one- 
fourth only as well as the average for the grade below. Spreads in 
achievement of from five to eight grades in a single classroom are to 
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be expected. Pupils also differ in motivation, intelligence, reading 
ability, handwriting, work habits, and other factors related to 
achievement in spelling. Clearly, then, if spelling instruction is to be 
effective it must take the differing needs of pupils into account.The 
most effective plan for meeting individual differences would appear 
to be some combination of grouping for spelling on the one hand and 
personal help or challenge to individual pupils on the other. The 
following points should be noted: 

@ Flexible grouping of pupils, according to their common needs, for 
teaching and re-teaching is a useful approach to providing for 
individual differences in spelling. 

® Not all pupils should be required to do all the exercises in the 
pupils’ text. 

@ Not all pupils can or should be expected to master all the words in 
the basic unit lists; poor spellers might concentrate on mastering 
the most commonly misspelled words and the basic literacy vocabu- 
lary at each level. 

@ Not all pupils need be at the same point in the text at the same time. 
The Macmillan Spelling Series helps teachers to make use of a 

variety of techniques to meet the needs of pupils of varying levels of 

ability within a class group: 

1. As much as possible, each of the pupils’ texts has been made 
“self-directive’, in that the individual pupil should be able to use 
the book profitably with a minimum of help from the teacher. It is 
to be hoped, of course, that this will not often be necessary. 

2. Emphasis throughout on word-analysis and word-building, as 
well as on dictionary work of other kinds, is useful for all spellers 
and leads easily to enrichment for good spellers. 

3. For good spellers extra words are included in many units, as well 
as extra exercises.* Because of space limitations the latter are

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included in the teacher’s handbooks rather than in the texts 
(except in the review units). 

4. Extra exercises* are similarly provided for poor spellers in the 
teacher’s handbooks. Suggestions are made periodically as to 
diagnosis and remedial work for specific spelling difficulties. Re- 
peated emphasis is placed upon the 331 most commonly mis- 
spelled words. 

5. For very poor spellers a cumulative list of most commonly used 
words has been developed, showing the book in which each word 
was first introduced. (See A Basic Spelling Literacy Vocabulary 
at the back of each handbook.) This list includes only 442 words of 
all those studied throughout the series, yet these words account 
for up to 70% of children’s writing vocabulary. Virtual mastery of 
this list should be possible for even extremely poor spellers, and 
should allow practically all pupils to arrive at a first level of 
spelling literacy. 

*The extra exercises for both good and. poor. spellers are also 
available, without answers, as a set of spirit duplicating masters for 
each of the pupils’ texts. This format is intended as a convenience to 
teachers who may not have the time to copy out the exercises from 
the handbooks (where the answers are included). 


TESTS 


A pre-test is included in each handbook except the one for Book 2, for 
possible use as the work of each book is begun. These tests are 
designed to help in the preliminary grouping of pupils for spelling 
instruction. A post-test, which may be administered at the end of the 
year’s program, provides for the measuring of achievement. 

Other tests included or suggested in the handbooks are evaluative 
devices for diagnostic purposes, to indicate something of the type and 
amount of work the individual pupil needs to do. When pupils are 
having trouble with spelling it is highly important that diagnostic and 
remedial work be undertaken as soon as possible to avoid the devel- 
opment of negative attitudes toward spelling. Apart from low intelli- 
gence and severe physical handicaps such as deafness or poor visual 
perception, factors found to be most frequently associated with spell- 
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ing difficulties include low reading ability, lack of motivation, defec- 
tive or careless speech, and slow or unintelligible handwriting. A very 
common cause of poor spelling is poor study procedure. A useful first 
step in helping a pupil in difficulty, therefore, often is to ask how he or 
she goes about learning to spell a word.

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FOREWORD TO 
TEACHER’S HANDBOOK 4 


The ability to spell is fundamental to written communication. Just as 
reading is a process of relating meanings to printed symbols in order 
to understand, so writing is a process of putting one’s meaning into 
written symbols in order to express one’s ideas. The encoding of 
written symbols (spelling) is as basic to learning as the decoding of 
words is in reading. The questions and answers below are those that 
are frequently discussed in regard to spelling. 


WHY TEACH SPELLING? 


The purpose of teaching spelling is to enable children to express 
themselves in writing. Written expression is not only a method of 
communication, but also a useful means of clarifying one’s thinking. 
Furthermore, a study of spelling that focusses on the structure of 
words and word origins can be a part of the foundation for later, more 
detailed study of language. Finally, spelling disability is a definite 
handicap when one must communicate in a variety of written forms 
such as friendly letters, reports, memoranda, and business letters. 


WHICH WORDS SHOULD BE TAUGHT? 


It follows from the above that children should learn to spell the words 
that they are most likely to use in their writing. The words in this 
spelling series have been selected and grouped by levels in accor- 
dance with research done on the most frequently used words in 
children’s writing. The Jntroduction to the Series gives a detailed 
account of how the words were selected. 


WHAT ARE THE MAIN FACTORS IN LEARNING TO 
SPELL? 


Spelling is primarily a visual skill. Careful observation and visual 
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discrimination of words and letters enable children to see the struc- 
ture of words and the order in which the letters occur. Auditory 
acuity is also a factor. Children must accurately relate the sounds 
they hear to the letters that represent these sounds. However, dif- 
ferences in pronunciation and the variety of ways in which certain 
sounds may be represented necessitate methods of learning in addi- 
tion to auditory discrimination. Spelling is also a kinesthetic skill. 
Children must be able to write the letters that they wish to represent 
and to join letters together in legible script. Hence, handwriting is a 
factor that must be closely related to spelling instruction. The exer- 
cises in the pupil’s text are therefore designed to build visual, audi- 
tory, and kinesthetic skills. 

Another major factor in learning to spell is motivation. How well 
children learn to spell often depends on how much they want to learn. 
Games and other devices are motivating and can often arouse the 
interest of reluctant learners while maintaining the interest of and 
providing variety for other children. But games are essentially 
short-term devices. In the long run, children must realize that the 
words they are learning are those which they need. Children must 
also be aware of progress in learning to spell. This builds confidence, 
as well as readiness to try words and exercises of increasing diffi- 
culty. 

An important factor in learning to spell is a child’s general facility 
with language. Very often, this facility is a direct result of the home 
environment. The teacher must recognize this and be prepared to 
adapt the exercises and teaching suggestions to the needs, experi- 
ences, and abilities of the class. 

Finally, as the article on spelling in the Encyclopedia of Educa- 
tional Research states, “It is very probable that spelling ability is 
best developed and maintained in the long run through stimulation of, 
and careful attention to, the writing that children do.” 


WHICH METHODS OF TEACHING SPELLING ARE 
BEST? 


There has been controversy for over a hundred years about whether 
spelling is best “caught” or “taught”. That is, whether incidental

teaching is more effective than direct instruction. In the article 
quoted above, Ernest Horn concludes that there is “no field-tested 
substitute for direct instruction on the basic core of high-frequency 
words needed in child and adult writing”. The general methods of 
spelling instruction are to develop a desire for and attention to 
correct spelling in all written work, good study habits, proofreading 
skills; and efficient use of the dictionary. 

More particularly, in the pupils’ text the words to be studied are 
grouped on two bases: structure and meaning. Early in the text, the 
words are grouped primarily on the basis of structure. Vowels and 
consonants, syllabication, and prefixes and suffixes are all given 
attention. Later, there is a more frequent grouping of words by 
meaning. These groups may stimulate discussion, creative writing, 
and research activities. The exercises deal with forming new words 
from those given and with finding other words with related mean- 
ings. By adding inflectional endings, prefixes, and suffixes, children 
are enabled to spell several hundred more words than the 383 pre- 
sented in the text. 

It should be stressed that the efficient use of a dictionary is basic to 
a spelling program. Dictionary exercises of various types are also an 
effective means of providing for individual differences in the ability 
to use the words presented. 


HOW MAY SPELLING TESTS BE USED? 


We have mentioned that two main factors in learning to spell are the 
meeting of recognized needs, and an awareness of progress. There- 
fore, a corrected test, because it can show children areas of need and 
also evidence of progress, is one of the most effective methods of 
teaching spelling. In this handbook, a pre-test is given for use before 
the year’s instruction begins, and several of the review units also 
have pre-tests. Many teachers find it helpful to pre-test each group of 
words before teaching it. 

The test results, while providing motivation for the pupils, can also 
give diagnostic information to the teacher. On the basis of the test, 
children can be grouped and instruction directed to areas of particu- 
lar need. 
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In using the corrected test as a study guide, children should be 
encouraged to use the steps in How To Study a Word on page 5 of the 
text. This is an effective, individual method of developing indepen- 
dence in learning to spell. 


HOW MAY A CLASS BE ORGANIZED FOR 
SPELLING INSTRUCTION? 


As suggested, pre-tests given weekly, or at least every six weeks, can 
provide the basis for grouping. Children who spell ninety per cent or 
more of the words correctly may be excused from further instruction. 
However, these children should be encouraged to use the words in 
creative writing, do projects on the origins of words, or, perhaps, 
assist the teacher in instructing other groups. These superior spell- 
ers should always write the final test on the groups of words to 
ensure mastery. 

Children who score from sixty-five or seventy per cent to ninety 
per cent should do the exercises that are appropriate to their errors. 
They should apply the steps in learning to spell and should also do 
some creative work. Children who correctly spell less than sixty-five 
per cent of the words on the pre-test should receive intensive help. 
The words may need to be grouped by structure, and instruction 
given on only a few words at a time. Motivation and progress are 
especially necessary for this group. 

This handbook, like the others in the series, contains additional 
exercises that are designed to give extra help to those who need it 
and enrichment for superior spellers. For the teacher’s convenience, 
this additional exercise material is also available as a set of spirit 
duplicating masters. (Please note that the italicized words in the 
extra exercises appear in boldface type on the duplicating masters, 
hence the references in this handbook to words “in heavy type”.) 


HOW MUCH TIME SHOULD BE SPENT ON 
SPELLING? 


To provide the direct instruction necessary, most teachers find fif- 
teen minutes per day to be adequate. Distributed practice is more

effective than massed, and it is easier to maintain interest over a 
short period than over a longer one. Thus five fifteen-minute periods 
are more effective than a smaller number of longer periods. 

Ultimately, the amount of time spent on spelling depends on sey- 
eral factors: the number and difficulty of the words; teacher and 
pupil motivation and enthusiasm; the amount of spelling instruction 
given in other areas of the language arts program or in other sub- 
jects; and the efficiency of the methods of teaching and learning that 
are employed. 


HOW SHOULD THE PUPILS’ TEXT BE USED? 


Spelling must be an individualized activity. Individual children have 
specific needs and specific techniques for learning. Individual 
teachers have specific abilities, interests, and approaches that they 
should apply. The pupils’ text, then, will be best used as a basic tool 
for teaching and learning. The word lists and activities should be 
adapted to particular classrooms. 

Several units suggest activities related to handwriting. Others are 
based on the grammatical concept of parts of speech: nouns, verbs, 
and adjectives. Many units contain suggestions for creative writing. 
All of these activities should be used with discretion and an aware- 
ness of the personal factors involved in the particular learning situa- 
tion. 


TERMS USED IN THE TEXT 


Technical terms have been kept to a minimum in the text. Those that 

occur frequently are defined below: 

e voot word —base word: the root word is used to mean the etymologi- 
cal root, for example, the root word of captain is caput, the root 
word of point is punctum,; base word is used as the basic word in 
modern English to which prefixes, suffixes, and inflections are 
added, for example, captain is the base word (or base) of captaincy 
and captains, point is the base word of pointing and pointed. 

@ consonant cluster means a group of two or more consonants occur- 
ring in a word and includes consonant blends, digraphs, double 
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consonants, and any other group of consonants. 

e slashes /-/ are used to represent the sound that a letter makes, as 
opposed to the written symbol; for example, the sound of the letter 
s inthe word sink would be shown as /s/, while that in music would 
be shown as /z/. 


PRE-TEST 


Although you will become aware of the differences in spelling ability 
among the children in your class, it is helpful to identify the major 
ability-groups as soon as possible. The following test is made up of a 
random sample of forty words (roughly every tenth word) from the 
list for the year. The results of this pre-test will assist in a prelimi- 
nary grouping of the children into above-average, average, and 
below-average abilities. You will, no doubt, find it necessary to 
change the original groupings as the children’s strengths and weak- 
nesses become apparent. 

While this test is traditional in form, in that the word to be spelled 
is stated, the sentence dictated, and the word repeated, many 
teachers find it helpful to ask other types of questions as well. For 
example, after the word has been written, the class may be asked to 
write another word that means the same, a word that means the 
opposite, the plural form, the ing form, or answers to some other 
skill-testing questions. Certain spelling weaknesses may then be 
diagnosed in a general way.

UNIT 1 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The illustration may be used to stimulate a discussion about camping. 
In this way, many of the list words may be introduced in context. The 
words may be written on the board by the teacher. 

The words are grouped to review vowels and consonants. It may be 
useful to elicit orally other words that begin with the same sounds 
and letters. The emphasis should be on the sound-letter correspon- 
dence. No unusual relationships (e.g., /f/represented by ph) should be 
introduced at this time. 

Use the steps in learning a new word. This will help the children to 
develop independent spelling skills: 

1. Look at the word and say it carefully. 

2. Think about the word (have students look at the parts of the word: 
note that the parts are sounds when spoken and letters when 
written; note the letters that represent the sounds). 

3. Write the word. 

4. Check it. 

5. Practise it. 

Other activities might include making new words by changing 
letters and/or sounds: dictate words in which only one sound is 
different (big, pig, dig); write the list words and change only one 
letter (change the f in fox to 6; the ck in rock to 6 or d, etc.).

These words have been grouped to stress the long sounds of a ande, 
with a few examples of words with the short sounds for contrast. 

The initial handwriting strokes of age, date, gather, gate and 
creek are similar, as are those of bath, bathe, free, trap, and, in 
some systems, parade and rather. Attention to these similarities in 
the introduction of the words could be used as a review of handwrit- 
ing skills. 

The words may also be grouped as nouns, to which we may adds to 
form the plural: age, bath, date, gate, creek, parade, trap, neck; or as 
verbs, to which we may add ing:bathe, gather, date, parade, free, 
trap. With the latter, changes are made in some of the base words 
before adding the suffix. 

Silent e may be circled where it occurs and its effect on the 
preceding vowel noted. The consonant blends in creek, free, and trade 
may also be noted.

These words have been grouped to show the long? sound. One word, 
given, has a short? and is included to be used as a contrast with the 
other words. Ask the class to listen as you say the words for the one 
word in which the7 sound is different from that in the other words. 
The generalization may be mentioned that when a vowel saysits own 
name it is long. Words with short vowels such as dim and bit may be 
compared with given and contrasted with dime and bite. (The pro- 
nunciation of the long? sound in the latter word is a good example of 
“Canadian raising”. An explanation of this feature of Canadian En- 
glish is given in the notes for Unit 20.) 

A grammar review may be correlated by grouping the words as 
nouns, to which s may be added to form the plural (ion, giant, size, 
bite, dime, mind, pile, and possibly wild and drive). Words may be 
grouped as verbs, to which 7ng may be added with appropriate 
changes in the base word (brte, give, drive, pile). 

The effect of silent e at the end of a word should be noted again, as 
well as the contrasting sounds represented by the g in giant and 
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given. The /kw/ sound in quite should be stressed. Other words 
beginning with the same sound might be dealt with orally.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The words in this unit are selected to show four methods of making 
nouns plural. It may be necessary with some classes to review the 
meaning of singular and plural before doing the exercises. This may 
be done while introducing the words. That is, some words adds to the 
base or singular form (stair, tiger, toe); some words have es added to 
the base (watch); words that end in y preceded by a single consonant 
change the y to7z before adding es (lady); some nouns that end inf 
change the f to v before adding es (wolf, calf, but not cliff, chief). 
Other words that fit these methods may be discussed orally. The 
introduction could prove to be a useful grammar lesson. 
Handwriting skills could be reviewed, especially the initial stroke 
in wolf, wolves, watch, and the method of joining w to the next letter. 
The double vowels in ladies, shoes, stairs, toes, and years should be 
noted. Also draw the pupils’ attention to the three ways of represent- 
ing the long e sound which are demonstrated in ladies (e), lady (y), 
and years (ea). The sound represented by the final s in all the words 
except pants should be mentioned. Only in pants is the sound /s/.

UNIT 6 (Review) 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit contains words that may be used to review the basic 
spelling skills of the previous units. The stress has been on the 
building blocks of words—vowels and consonants, and short and long 
vowel sounds; and on singular and plural forms. The words have been 
grouped to facilitate correlation with other written language skills, 
namely, handwriting, grammar, and creative writing. 

In re-teaching the words, use the pupils’ personal spelling lists to 
determine where the difficulties lie. You may wish to add afew words 
to the review on the basis of pupil errors. 
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It may be helpful to present several of the review words using the 
steps for learning to spell a word. 

Pupils may enjoy collecting pictures to illustrate various words in 
the list. 

Emphasize how errors in grammar and handwriting may cause 
spelling problems. For example, a poorly written a or7 may look like 
an é€; incorrect joining of o orw to the next letter may make it appear 
that there is ana or? where it does not belong; failure to change the y 
to 7 before adding es will give an incorrect grammar form. 

The words may be grouped as one- or two-syllable words. Syllabi- 
cation will be dealt with in the next few weeks, but may be introduced 
here. 

Try to use games to keep the practice interesting. Two code games 
are suggested in Question 3 of Unit 1 and in Question 2 of this review 
unit. Other games are suggested in this handbook for Units 24, 30, 36, 
and 40. 

Use the three sets of review exercises according to the needs of the 
pupils. Group the pupils on the basis of the results of a preliminary 
test after a brief review. All pupils should be tested on all the words 
as a final check at the end of the review lessons. Pupils should note 
their errors and add the corrected words to their personal spelling 
lists.

UNIT 7 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


These words have been grouped to show variant spellings of vowel 
sounds. Units 1 to 6 showed regular spellings with silent final e; this 
unit shows two vowels making the given sound. In presenting the 
words for the first time, other words with the same vowel sound 
might be discussed. Such words should be selected from those that 
children have already mastered. 

These words also contain consonant clusters which should be noted 
for later work: speak and tries have initial clusters, while reach and 
coast have final clusters. 

All the words have one syllable except reason. This may be a good 
time to introduce briefly the idea of syllables, since there is only one 
exception that should be evident to the pupils. You might say two or 
three words from the list, then say reason and ask how it is different 
from the other words. Pupils will probably say something such as “It 
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has two parts”. This insight can be used in later units, notably Unit 15. 

The words may be grouped as nouns to which s may be added to 
form the plural: load, coast, seat, reason. The verbs may be noted as 
words to which we adds when used withhe, she, or zt, and as words to 
which we may add 7ng: beat, speak, seat, lead, and, if it will not cause 
confusion, load, raise, reach, coast, dry, and reason.

These words may be used in several ways. They may provide 
stimulus for a discussion and creative writing about a shopping trip; 
they may serve as a review of metric measurement terms; they may 
be used to show the effect of the sound /r/ on the following vowel. 

Structurally, the words may be grouped by final sound: consonant 
sounds at the ends of market, fresh, cheese, nickel, litre, millimetre, 
and quarter, and vowel sounds at the ends of forty, fifty, and carry. 
(Draw the children’s attention to the differences in four, fourteen, 
and forty.) The initial consonant clusters in fresh, cheese, and gram 
should also be noted. The abbreviations for the metric terms are 
important and should be used with the words each time.

The results of this test may be used to sort the children into groups. 
The corrected tests should also be analysed to see where the most 
common mistakes or trouble spots are, and the remedial teaching 
directed to these areas. 

The review words are chosen to illustrate the structural features 
stressed in the preceding word lists. They may be introduced on the 
same basis, 1.e., various letters representing the vowel sounds (both 
single letters and pairs); initial consonant clusters (both blends and 
digraphs); final consonant clusters; and medial consonant clusters. 
Use coloured chalk to underline or circle these features. Other possi- 
ble groupings are by parts of speech, i.e., nouns and adjectives. These 
may be presented in sentence contexts, again using coloured chalk or 
some other visual aid to focus the children’s attention on the words. 

The review list also includes all the most commonly misspelled 
words that have appeared up to this point. 
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When helping the children through the exercises, remind them of 


the steps in learning to spell a word. At the end of the review work 
and final test, pay special attention to the problem words and encour- 
age children to add them to their personal spelling lists. The proper 
use of such a list has been shown to be the single most effective 
method for improving spelling.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The discussion that introduces these words should involve many 
children whose attention may be waning for school and waxing for 
outdoor sports. A Spelling League, which may run for from six to ten 
weeks, may also stimulate interest in spelling. Divide the class into 
from four to six teams made up of children of varying ability. The 
teams should choose names as they wish. Each week, all teams play. 
Opponents rotate from week to week. A child scores a goal for his 
team if his score on the final spelling test in any given week is better 
than his score the previous week or if his score is perfect. This 
method allows even poor spellers to score and contribute to their 
team. Standings may be kept on a large chart, which should also 
include leading scorers. This device does contain an element of com- 
petitiveness and should be used discreetly. 

The structural features of the words in this group relate to conson- 
ant clusters, especially the ck pair. The similar vowel sounds infourth 
and corner should be noted to see the different vowels that make the 
sound, and the effect of the letter r on the preceding sound.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Since the words in this group are related to Christmas, it would be 
best to teach them at that time, although this may mean taking the 
unit out of sequence. No doubt, a stimulating oral discussion of the 
topic will generate many sentences in which the words are used. 

The parts of speech may be noted. Three words are the past form 
of verbs: wakened, slept, hung. The present forms may be discussed 
and compared with these. The nouns may be pluralized: feast, holi- 
day, crib, season, and the irregular mouse. The pronunciation of the 
words that end in st and pt should be stressed as an aid to spelling. 

The vowel sounds show great variety and may be used as review. 
The short sounds appear in middle, past, holiday, except, slept, 
hang, hung, and crib. The long sounds are in wakened, feast, holi- 
day, believe, and season, with an unusual vowel sound in mouse. The 
double consonant in middle and the consonant pair xc in except need 
attention. By drawing pupils’ attention to the vowel sounds and the 
double consonants, you will be laying the groundwork for syllabica- 
tion. 

This group of words may also be used as a review of handwriting 
skills. The list includes all the letters in the alphabet except J, q, 
and z. These may easily be supplied by adding words such as/jolly, 
quiet, and lazy to the list.

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UNIT 15 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This group of words is designed to further prepare pupils for the 
study of syllabication. The awareness gained in Unit 7, that reason 
has “two parts” in contrast to beat and reach, may be reviewed here 
and used as an introduction. 

Compound words consist of parts that are relatively easy to recog- 
nize. This two-part aspect should be stressed with the words in which 
the two parts are common words or in which there are only two vowel 
sounds: myself, someone, maybe, ourselves, useless, good-bye, in- 
stead. The single / in useful and handful should be noted. Special 
attention should be paid to the three parts of handkerchiefs, which is 
one of the most commonly misspelled words. Mention might be made 
of the way in which the meanings of some of the compounds have 
changed; for example, all ready, every body, every where. 

The structural features to note are the ea pair representing the 
short e sound asin bread and ready; the er in everybody, since the e is 
not pronounced and tends to be omitted in spelling (or misspelling); 
the silent e before the o in someone; and the short 7 sound made by 
the ze pair in handkerchiefs (note: in some dialects the 7e may have a 
long e sound; use whichever pronunciation is more usual in your 
area). 


A note on word origins: 
The book Word Origins and Their Romantic Stories by Wilfred 
Funk (New York: Grosset and Dunlap, 1950) gives this account of 
handkerchief: “This item is often spoken of as apocket handkerchief. 
We know the meanings of pocket andhand which are common enough 
words, but kerchief is a modern form of the Old French couvrechief 
which means, literally, head-cover. So when we speak of a pocket 
handkerchief we are saying that we hold in our hand a cover for the 
head that we usually carry in our pocket.” 

It might also be pointed out that the word good-bye is derived from 
the phrase God be with you.

UNIT 16 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Because syllabication is based on vowel sounds, this week’s words 
should be introduced in a manner that stresses careful pronunciation. 
It will probably be best to start with the two one-syllable words sure 
and wing. Note the silent e in swre, so that there is only one vowel 
sound, as in wing. The two-syllable words with double consonants 
may be discussed next and the easy division between the consonant 
pair demonstrated. The wordsisland, plenty, and finger may then be 
dealt with as two consonants between two vowels. The word /finzsh is 
an example of a short vowel followed by a single consonant. The word 
being can be seen as having the base be and the endinging with which 
the children are familiar. Thus, the list of words gives examples of 
four different methods of syllabication; these will be developed fur- 
ther in later work. 

Structurally, note the longo sound in arrow, sparrow, and follow, 
and the consonant blends at the beginning of plenty and sparrow; the 
silents inzsland should be contrasted with the /sh/ sound of s insure. 

Singulars of nouns and ing and ed forms of verbs might be re- 
viewed and related to the concept of syllables. The7zvg is an additional 
syllable, while the ed usually is not, since it gives only a /d/ or /t/ 
sound. 

Syllabication should be stressed only as an aid to word attack 
either for reading or for spelling. It is not an end in itself. The 
infrequent use of syllabication at the end of a line in writing might be 
mentioned but this use should be avoided.

UNIT 17 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This is the third in a series of units designed to develop skills in 
syllabication. Units 15, 16, and 17 may be used as remedial work if 
problems in syllabication arise later in the year. 

The stress in Unit 17 is on syllables added to base words and the 
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effect of such additions on word meanings. It will probably be best to 
begin with words in which the base does not change when the affix is 
added: hardly, sincerely, metre, millimetre, kilometre. The words 
remember and report might then be dealt with and other words 
beginning with re could be elicited orally. The words contest and 
company could be introduced and other con and com words dis- 
cussed. Both con and com are derived from the Latin cwm, meaning 
with. Thus the words in which they appear usually refer to something 
that is done “together” or “with” several people or things. 

The points to note regarding structure are the re at the end of 
metre and its derivatives, and the abbreviations of those words. Also, 
the first e of different and difference is not clearly enunciated and 
thus needs special attention. The retention of the final e in sincere 
when the suffix is added should also be noted. The change of y to7z 
when adding the suffix to happy may be mentioned and other ness 
words noted orally. Finally, the middle syllable of remember is so 
often omitted in writing that remember is one of the most commonly 
misspelled words. 

For continuing reinforcement of the important concept presented 
in this unit, it might be fun to have a Prefix Blitz, in which children 
note all the words they can find in textbooks, newspapers, etc., that 
have prefixes. Similar blitzes could be held for suffixes and for 
compound words. 

The steps in learning to spell a word should be reviewed again and 
each child’s personal spelling list checked before the review work in 
Unit 18 is begun.

Children who score twenty-three or more on the pre-test may be 
placed in the top group and required to do only the exercises for good 
spellers. The middle group may be made up of those who score from 
sixteen to twenty-two on the pre-test. These children should do the 
work in the first exercises and some or all of the work for good 
spellers. Those children who score less than sixteen should begin 
with the exercises entitled “Extra Help”. 

Use the results of the test to diagnose particular problem areas 
and, as much as possible, have children do only those questions that 
will give them practice with the words for which they require it. 

The last three units have stressed the skills of syllabication 
through work on syllables, prefixes and suffixes, and compound 
words. Most of the review exercises stress the same skills. It may be 
helpful in introducing the review list, then, to group the words by 
structural features.

UNIT 19 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The words in this unit may be used to correlate spelling with geo- 
graphy or social studies. You may wish to supplement the list with 
other related words that you feel are necessary. The important thing 
with terms such as these is that children understand the concept that 
the word represents. A good deal of time, then, should be spent on 
using the words in context and in giving examples and illustrations of 
the terms. 

There are also a number of nouns and adjectives in the list. The 
nouns (e.g., ocean, pole, valley, desert) may be made plural and the 
adjectives (e.g., polar, low) may be used with the nouns. It might be 
noted that the words north and south may be used either as nouns or 
adjectives, and that a common adjectival form of those words is 
northern and southern. Thus, we may speak of the north pole or of 
northern Canada. The unusual sound-letter relationships in ocean 
should be noted along with the ar suffix in polar, the ain in moun- 
tain, the short a or schwa in climate, and the single s in desert. 
Consonant blends and clusters may be pointed out if pupils are still 
having problems noting these features on their own. 

Again, the steps in learning to spell a word should be reviewed and 
encouraged for those who need it.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Because all but one of the words in this group are adjectives, it would 
be helpful to introduce them in context with nouns they might de- 
scribe. The word quite is included as a word that is often used with 
adjectives to intensify their meanings. The words very, so, and such 
are also intensifiers. To emphasize the concept of adjectives, it might 
be useful to have an “adjective week”, during which pupils collect 
examples of adjectives from various sources such as newspapers and 
magazines; they should be especially careful to use good adjectives in 
their writing, and their effective adjectives should be noted and 
shared with others. 

The syllabic structure of the words might be noted. The word all 
right should be contrasted with all wrong on the one hand and with 
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words such as already and always on the other. It may be that the 
spelling alright will eventually be acceptable, but at present it is 
generally considered non-standard usage. 

The crossword puzzle in the regular exercises may need some 
explanation. It should be enough to explain how the Down and Across 
items are fitted into the puzzle. 


SPECIAL NOTE 


Vowel sounds cannot be definitely categorized. For example, what is 
called “long2” may have a variety of pronunciations, depending on the 
dialect area in which it is used. In much of Canada, the sound made by 
thez in pipe and bite is different from that in t2me and line. In some 
dialect areas, the sound is the same in all four words. Children may 
notice the difference. In this book, the sounds are both called “long”. 
The point is raised here to show the inadequacy of the long-short 
distinction for anything but the most superficial description of 
sounds. 

Teachers should be aware of the dialects in the area in which they 
teach. As well as sound changes, there may be interesting differences 
in vocabulary. Discussion and pupil awareness of these dialect differ- 
ences should be encouraged. They are a sign of the richness and 
distinctiveness of Canadian English. Of course, our goal is still to 
teach the standard English which is used through most of Canada.

The important grammatical concept of verbs is the basis for this 
group of words. The idea introduced in the text, that verbs are the 
words that show time, should be developed at greater length. This

concept of time is more accurate and easier to grasp than that of 
“action word”. It may be necessary to review the basic idea of past, 
present, and future. This can be done by means of games where real 
or imaginary events are stated and the children identify the time. For 
example, Cartier arrives in North America — past; people land on 
Mars — future; doing this exercise — present. 

Verbs are also words to which the suffix ing may be added in many 
cases. This idea should be developed as the words are introduced and 
the dropping of the silent final e noted, along with the doubling of the 
final consonant when the stress is on the second syllable. 

The most common way to form the past tense is to add ed to the 
base form. Several regular verbs should be discussed to illustrate 
this, as should common but irregular verbs such as run-ran, speak- 
spoke. 

The initial consonant clusters in spend, spent, threw, throw may be 
noted, and also the final clusters in spend, spent and the double 
consonants in sell, pass, passed. 

As with adjectives, it might be helpful to have a “verb week” where 
special attention is paid to the effective use of verbs in children’s 
writing, and where children note effective verbs in their reading 
material.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


In teaching concepts about nouns, it is better to list characteristics of 
nouns rather than try to give a firm definition. Such definitions are 
never, in reality, firm, and often lead to misunderstandings later on. 
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The fact that a noun often names a person, place, or thing is helpful 
and should be mentioned, but much more can be said as well. The 
following three characteristics of nouns emphasize the form or ap- 
pearance of nouns and their position in a sentence. These concepts 
can provide the foundation for a later study of the various functions 
of nouns. 

1. Nouns often follow a or the in a sentence. 

2. Many nouns can be made plural by adding s or es to the base. 

Many other nouns can be made plural in other ways. 

3. Nouns fit the spaces in the sentences below.

These features of nouns should be taught one at a time and only to 
the extent that children are capable of understanding them. The 
ideas will, of course, need reinforcing in grammar lessons; they are 
introduced here primarily as spelling aids. 

In introducing the words, present the nouns in sentence contexts. 
Draw the pupils’ attention to the use of a or the with many nouns. Ask 
how many “things” are talked about in the sentence. How could the 
sentence be changed so that it talks about more than one thing? 
Finally, sample sentences with spaces, such as those given above, 
may be presented on the chalkboard and children asked to use the 
nouns in the spelling lists in the spaces. 

Structural features to note in this week’s word list are the vowel 
pairs in paint, build, journey, and journal, as well as consonant 
clusters where they occur. In drawing pupils’ attention to these 
points, the skills of syllabication may be reviewed. 

The words history and library require special stress. Perhaps if 
children are reminded that history is astory and that library is from 
the Latin word /zber, book, they will be able to remember the o and 
the first r respectively. 

A “noun week” such as the adjective and verb weeks suggested 
earlier might be helpful. Be sure to stress effective nouns in chil- 
dren’s writing and to note them in reading material. It might also be 
fun to try to find new nouns, since they are often coined in science and 
advertising.

UNIT 24 (Review) 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The words in Unit 19 focussed on geography and should be referred 
to often as the need arises in geography lessons. Units 20-23 dealt 
with parts of speech. It may be useful, in the review, to emphasize the 
structure of the words in the review list. 

A pre-test may be used to assist in grouping pupils and in selecting 
special words for study. Dictate all the words to all the children in the 
class. The pupils with few or no mistakes may proceed to the work for 
good spellers. These exercises should be checked carefully with the 
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pupils so that they realize the importance of this work for them. 

Re-teach the most frequently misspelled words to those who need 
the extra practice. Try to emphasize the word parts that seemed to 
cause difficulty. The structural features to note again include the 
initial consonant clusters as in climate, principal, and threw; the 
vowel pairs, especially those in earth, ocean, and real, and in captain 
and mountain; the double letters in loose, sudden, all right, and 
passed; and the changes made in the base words when forming using, 
dining, and beginning. 

As in any review, it is important to keep the pupils’ interest. A 
game such as Spelling Bingo may help. 


SPELLING BINGO 


1. Have pupils fold a sheet of workbook-size paper four times. This 
will make sixteen segments. 

2. Number the words in the spelling list from one to twenty-seven. 

3. Pupils then write any number from one to twenty-seven in each 
segment, being careful to use any given number only once. The 
numbers may be written in any order, as long as there is only one 
number per segment. 

4. The papers may then be collected and redistributed, or each pupil 
may play on his/her own page. 

5. The teacher or a pupil “caller” then calls out a number and pro- 
nounces the corresponding word. Pupils who have that number 
write the word in the appropriate segment. 

6. The leader continues to call out the numbers and words in this 
fashion, one at a time. 

7. The first pupil to complete one row down or across calls “Bingo!” 
He or she then reads his/her four words and spells each one. A 
misspelled word means no bingo and the game resumes. (This last 
rule may be omitted if you wish.) 

8. The winning pupil then becomes the caller. 

9. New sheets are prepared and the game begins again. Of course 
the reverse side of the page used for the first game should be used 
for the second.

For example, the Dictionary of Canadian 
English (Gage) gives two possibilities for pronouncing each of two 
forms of the word itself. The form toward is the most commonly used 
and may be pronounced by sounding thew or leaving it silent. A less 
common form is towards which shows the same variation in pronun- 
ciation. 

The word program may be looked up also, and the form pro- 
gramme noted. If pupil interest warrants, you may wish to discuss 
the differences in spelling which reflect both British and American 
usages. Canadian spelling follows neither of these strictly, but adopts 
spellings from both. 

Use whatever other dictionaries are available in the classroom or 
in the school library to compare their spellings.

This group of words stresses an important point in grammar, i.e., that 
verbs are words that change in form to show changes in time. The

For each type of change have pupils suggest other words they 
know that change to the past form in the same way.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The purpose of this type of exercise is to arouse children’s interest in 
the history of the language. The school or local librarian may be able 
to assist in supplying you with books about language which you may 
use to extend the ideas presented here. The 400’s section of the 
library may be used by.pupils to do their own research. There are 
several good books for children that deal with the history of the 
alphabet, the origins of the English language, the use of slang expres- 
sions, and so on. The time spent on the exercises in this unit should be 
interesting and thought-provoking. 

The structural features to note in these words include the we 
ending in avenue, the silent letters in answer, business, and castle, 
the double r in squzrrel, and the dge ending of bridge. Pupils may be 
asked to give other words that they know with features similar to 
those pointed out above (e.g., true, muscle, barrel, judge, etc.) 

As a follow-up project, pupils may be interested in finding the 
meanings of common surnames and/or given names. For example, the 
names Smith, Baker, Cooper, Tanner, and Wright all referred to 
occupations: Hill, Stone, Lake, and Rivers refer to geographic fea- 
tures. Some dictionaries have a glossary of the meanings of common 
first names such as Robert, Helen, Stephen, and Mary. By using the 
original meanings of their names, pupils may find that they sound 
very much like the names used by Indian tribes.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit is intended to encourage pupils to use a dictionary to find 
the pronunciations of words and to use several meanings of words in 
appropriate contexts. Dictionary skills are an integral part of the 
language program, so time spent on reviewing the skills here will 
depend on how much time you have spent on those skills in other 
lessons. Through this work, pupils may become more aware of the 
correlation between spelling and the other language arts and the 
importance of the dictionary as a basic language text. 

There should be few structural problems in these words. The 
words meant and excuse are the only most commonly misspelled 
words in the group. Attention should be drawn to the ea vowel pair in 
mean and meant, so that pupils see that the spelling remains the 
same although the pronunciation changes. (The various methods of 
forming the past tense, which were discussed in Unit 27, may be 
reviewed here if necessary.) The word excuse may be divided into 
syllables to draw attention to the c. Pupils might also note that there 
are two /k/ sounds in the word, the first made by the letter x, the 
second by the letter c. The change in the sound of s when the word is 
used as a noun and as a verb should also be noted. 

Attempts should be made to use this lesson as a means of extending 
vocabulary. Other words that have more than one use may be added 
to the list, and pupils should be encouraged to find such words in their 
reading material over the next few days. It may be interesting to look 
up the number of meanings that some of our common words have. For 
example, The Beginning Dictionary (Gage) gives eleven meanings 
for good as well as several related uses. There are thirty-six mean- 
ings given for the common word run.

There are four words in this unit that are among those most com- 
monly misspelled, and they are tricky because they are all “small” 
words: all right, busy, easy, andits. In teaching the words in the list, it 
might be helpful to group the one-syllable words together and then 
those of two syllables. The one-syllable words are queer, its, young, 
wheel, club; the two-syllable words are busy, purple, wooden, cloudy, 
easy, able, monster; all right is two separate words and may be 
contrasted with already and always. 
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The word able is often used as a suffix and may be added to words 
such as comfort, eat, andread. The words busy, easy, and young may 
be used to build other words such as busily, business, easily, easiest, 
younger, and youngest. The base words of cloudy andwooden may be 
noted and other words with the y or en suffixes listed. Several 
meanings or uses of club and monster may be mentioned (e.g., a 
monster rally is not a rally of monsters). 

Encourage pupils to refer to the steps in learning to spell a word to 
make sure that they are acquiring the habit of careful observation in 
learning to spell.

The suffixes contained in several of the words in this unit may be 
used as the basis for grouping the words for teaching. Relatively 
common suffixes are found in basement and busy, less common ones 
in furniture (ure) and electricity @ty). Pupils may be asked to give 
other words that have the same endings as these, but it may be 
necessary, in some cases, to accept words that have the ending even 
though it is not a suffix in that word, e.g., future. 

The verbs may again be grouped: carried, dropped, push. Both past 
and present forms should be mentioned along with theing form. The 
nouns in the list, basement, furniture, sack, electricity, address, eve- 
ning, and shoes, may be grouped. Note that plural forms may be 
written for some nouns, that the singular form may be written for 
shoes, and that furniture and electricity do not have plural forms. 
Finally, the adjectives busy and strange may be dealt with. This type 
of grouping makes possible a review of the most common parts of 
speech.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The purpose of this grouping of words is to review the main parts of 
speech and also to show children that the same word may be used in 
two or three different ways. Since the exercises deal with this aspect 
of the words, it might be well to introduce the words using a different 
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approach. For example, the words may be grouped according to the 
number of syllables they contain: 

one syllable: brush, dance, smell, prize, sound, stick, break, race; 
two syllables: pocket, number, station, excuse, dancing. 

The consonant clusters at the beginning of brush, break, and stick 
may be noted. Children may also be asked to give other words that 
end inet as pocket, tion as station; words that begin with the prefix ex 
as excuse or words that end in7ize as prize. The letters that make the 
long a sound in station, break, and race might be underlined. 

Pupils should be encouraged to find other words in their reading 
material that could also be used in two or three different ways. Such 
activity could also be linked with dictionary skills. Some dictionaries 
(e.g., The Beginning Dictionary, Gage) give sample sentences show- 
ing how a given word may be so used.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Dictate the review words before teaching them. Include as review 
words any additional words from previous units that caused particu- 
lar difficulty. Allow those pupils who have no errors in the pre-test to 
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go on to the exercises for good spellers or related language work. 
Teach the misspelled words to those who need them and continue to 
re-teach and dictate until nearly all of the pupils have mastered the 
list. Since almost all of the words in this review are among those most 
commonly misspelled, and since it is late in the school year, special 
care must be taken in teaching these words to the pupils who are 
having problems. 

Wherever possible, group the misspelled words to emphasize 
similarities in structure, meaning, etc. Words with the long e sound 
areeasy, library, wheel, and busy; by boxing the letters that make the 
sound, pupils’ attention will be drawn to the various letters used. The 
words address, dropped, written, all right, butter, and hello all have 
double consonants. Written, hour, andwhole begin with silent letters. 
Shoes has the plural ending s added to the singular and the oe vowel 
pair makes the /oo/ sound. 7ries is a verb and has thez in place of the y 
in the base word before the es was added. 

When you feel the class is ready, dictate all the words to all the 
pupils to test their mastery. Keep a record of the words that are still 
causing difficulty. Include these spelling demons in later units and 
class reviews. Be sure, also, that pupils keep their personal spelling 
lists up to date. 

As with any review, it is important to keep children’s interest at as 
high a level as possible. The following game may be helpful. 


CHARADES 


1. Place the children in groups of three or four. 

2. Each group chooses a word from the list and discusses how to act 
it out. 

3. One group then acts out its word and the other groups try to guess 
the word.

These words may be used as the basis for a lesson integrating 
grammar and spelling. Since it is late in the school year, the basic 
concepts about nouns and verbs may be reinforced. Also, seven of the 
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words in this unit are among those most commonly misspelled; each 
of these words has been presented before, but still requires careful 
attention. 

Many nouns may be made plural. This characteristic distinguishes 
them from other parts of speech. Therefore, having pupils give the 
plural and singular forms of each noun is a profitable exercise.

POST-TEST 


This post-test may be given after the class has finished the forty 
units of work in the speller. The test is made up of a sample (roughly 
every tenth word) of the list for the year. The results of this test may 
be compared with those attained on the pre-test at the beginning of 
the year to give a rough idea of how well the pupils have pro- 
gressed. If desired, the pre-test may be repeated at this time, along 
with this post-test, to give a larger sample of the words. The results 
on the final test may indicate certain weaknesses that could still be 
dealt with before the school year ends, or which may be indicated on 
the pupils’ progress charts. 

As with the pre-test, this test may be supplemented by asking 
pupils to write synonyms for the word given, or to write variant 
forms such as plural, past, ng form, er or est form, base word, and so 
on.
